March Building 
Permits Hold 
Up to '53 Level 


Fifty-eight building » permits, 
authorizing a total of $453,825 
worth of construction, was issued 
by the City of Menlo Park during 


the month of March, the city 
building inspector’s office an- 
nounced late yesterday as the 


books were closed on the month’s 
activities. 

The figure indicated that build- 
ing activity is virtually equal to 
that of the same month last year: 


There was one commercial 
unit started in the downtown 
business area during the month, 
a $36,000 store at 861 Santa 
Cruz avenue. F. Squires was 
listed as the owner; Adam Ar- 
ras and son was named as the 
builder. There will be three 
store units in the building, 
which will be of masonry con- 
struction. 

Meanwhile, residential building 
continued to account for the ma- 
jor share of the construction ac- 
tivity in Menlo Park. Nineteen 
new homes, with an aggregate 
valuation of $242,000 were started. 

Apartment houses, too, account- 
ed for a major share of the ac- 
tivity. Six such units, with a 
total of 21 dwelling units and a 
valuation of $147,000, were among 
units authorized. 

Also called for in the permits 
issued were six non-residence 
alteration projects, 16 new non- 
residences, and 10 residence alter- 
ation jobs.

presumably, it represents a long- 
range goal and includes the cost 
of future buildings and laborator- 
ies as well as the value of the iand 
which will be deeded by the city. 


Meanwhile, at their regular 
annual mecting late last week, 
directors of the research insti- 
tute confirmed their decision to 
stay in Menlo Park, at least un- 
til the status of the Village is 
clarified. 

If the city gets ownership of the 

86 acres involved it can deed the 
25 acres to the research institute.

Too much prominence probably 
was given to the story carried in 
a local daily paper that charters 
are being proposed for Menlo 
Park and Atherton in order that 
a unified school district could be 
formed including the corporate 
limits of the two cities. 

It is just an idea that I am 
investigating to see if it is prac- 
tical from legal and other stand- 
points. 


I do not have enough informa- 
tion on if as yet to have an opinion 
as to whether or not it is feasible 
or desirable. 

I have talked about the idea 
with persons in both Menlo Park 
and Atherton to get their prelim- 
inary reactions, which have been 
uniformly favorable. 

It hit the press when I was 
questioned on the subject at a 
committee meeting of the Menlo- 
Atherton division of the Ameri- 
can Association of University Wo- 
men. 

The procedure would be for 
the city councils of Atherton 
and Menlo Park to submit chart- 
ers simultaneously to the voters 
of the respective cities. 

These charters would stipulate 
that the school district of the two 
cities would consist of the incor- 
porated limits of the two cities, 
and that it would be a unified dis- 
trict, thus providing for a single 
school system carrying from kin- 
dergarten through high school. 

The charters would stipulate 
that in all other matters the city 
would be governed by the laws 
of the State of California apply- 
ing to cities of the sixth class, 
which laws now govern both ci- 
ties. 

Advantages would primarily be 
the formation of probably the se- 
cond wealthiest school district in 
the county (Hillsborough being 
the top), and a school district in 
which future building needs 
would be held at a minimum be- 
eause very few vacant lands are 
left to be built upon in the incor- 
porated limits of the two cities. 

Assessed valuation would be 
about $40,000,000, quite adequate 
for economical operation of a un- 
ified school district. 

The points to be investigated 
are, first the legality of two chart- 
ered cities combining into one un- 
ified school district, something 
that has net been done heretofore. 

I have asked the legal staff of 
the League of California Cities 
to check this point for me, but 
I do not expect an early answer 
ae the League staff is very busy 
at the moment covering the spe- 
cial sessien of the state legisla- 
ture. 

Second must be considered the 
effects of breaking off from exist- 
ing districts. On the one hand is 
the problem of what to do about 
the Selby Lane and Las Lomitas 
schools, just inside the Atherton 
boundaries, but handling mostly 
students from without the limits. 

On the other is the question of 
what additional debt burden ov- 
er and above our present share of 
the Sequoia High School District 
debt should be assumed as com- 
nensation for the Menlo-Atherton 
high school plant. 

Finally, what moral respons- 
ibility have we to consider not 
just cur ows self-interest, but to 
consider also the weakening ef- 
fect withdrawal of our financial 
support would have upon ad- 
joining school districts? 

These points to be resolved 
leave this proposal merely an idea 
at this time, and not yet a matter 
of substance.

The American Red Cross is

Although Red Cross is entirely 
dependent on private funds, many

goes insane for about four hours 
Physical suffering is 
not as great as with actual narco- 
tics, but a user’s brain is perman- 
ently damaged; this conditior 
stays even after one has stopped 
smoking marijuana. 

This is the most dangerous fact 
entailed in using these drugs — 
within six months, a marijuana | 
ismoker can be made insane for 
life, Mrs. Eldon explained. 

Contrary to popular belief, 
marijuana is not habit-forming, 
but heroin, a real narcotic, is. 
This latter drug is addiction 
producing with the first shot 
and severe cramps foliow two or 
three hours later. 

The only way these internal 
pains can be eased is by taking 
more of the drug, from which be- 
gins the “vicious circle” all over 
again, Mrs. Eldon explained. The 
fact that habitual users of narco- 
tics turn to all kinds of illegal ac- 
tivities to obtain money to buy 
them is explained by the exorbi- 
tant cost of the drug: $80 a day is 
not an uncommon sum to pay for 
heroin and its counterparts.
